— A Yerdict For Nearly
20,000,

The case of N, J, Bond against the
Wabash railway, which has been on trial
in the cirouit court for several days, cama
to a closs yesterday afternoon, the jury
aftor being out about three hours, re-
turning » verdict in favor of the plain.
tiff for £5,201.560, which with the attor.

The case is one which is of interest to
all shippers, and while it is supposed, of
course, that the railway company will
take an appoeal, yet it is predicted that
the nppeal will not result very favorably
to the company. The facta of the case
are about as followa:

N. J. Bond in December 1880 sold
10,000 bushels corn for December de.
livery on board cars at Mineola, Iowa,
The railroad refusing him cars to ship in
he precured an extention of the sale to
February 1881 and sold 10,000 bushels
more for Fobruary delivery, and failing
to got oars from the Wabash road to ship
in during that month claimed damages
in the sum of 8697,560,

In April 1881 he shipped four cara of
corn from Council Bluffs to Toledo, Ohio,
which were side-tracked at Mineola, and
allowed to stand tnere until the corn
hoated and apoiled. On this he claimed
damages to the amount of §5006.

Again, 1n Decomber, 1881, he a ’pplicd
for cars to ship out 8,000 bushels o corn,
cribbed at Minenla, and the company re-
fusing to furnish him empty cars to ship
in he procured empty K. C. cars and
tendered them to the Wabash company
to ship in, which they rofused to haul for
the purpose of romoving the corn, dam-
aging him in the sum of 81,100, on which
tr: le damages were claimed amounting

3,070; and again in February, 1872,
ihay ngain refused to transport empty
IX. C. cara for the purpose of moving
corn from Mineola, in which he was
damaged to the amount §176, on which
triple damagea were allowed amounting
to %628, The total amount on the four
counts  amounting to 8,201 60,

The case was first commenced before
the board of railroad commissioners of
the state of lowa, whe decided that the
railroad compeny had discriminated on
all four counta mentioned, and had vio-
Iated the law which imposes a panalt% of
triplo the amount of actual damage.
